ASQUITH’S PLANS UNKNOWN. 


Surmised, However, That Veto Bill 
Will Precede Budget Repassage. 


LONDON, Feb. 13.—Rumor {s busy with 
the Prime Minister’s visit to the King at 
Brighton on Saturday, but Mr. Asquith 
immediately went into the country for the 
week-end, and neither the names of the 
new Ministers nor anything authentic re- 
garding the Government’s policy has been 
allowed to become known. 

It is believed that a final decision will 
be reached when the Premier communi- 
cates the ‘King’s views to the Cabinet 
Council to-morrow. It is said, however, 
that at the last moment Mr. Asquith 
yielded to the Extremists and the Red- 
mondites, and, on the ground that a dis- 
cussion of the address and the budget 
would postpone the question of the veto 
power of the House of Lords until after 
Easter, has consented to introduce the 
veto bill before the budget, even though 
this course endangers the budget and may 
bring about another general election in a 
few months. 

A significant statement was made last 
night by one of the Liberal Whips, J. M. 


F. Fuller, who, in a speech at Trow- 
bridge, admitted that within the last 
three days difficulties had arisen which 
made it quite possible that the House of 
Commons would reject the -budget.

Andrew Carnegie has written to Mayor 
Gaynor congratulating him on his stand 
in favor of the abolishment of the 
present system of personal taxation in 
this city.

Rioting Follows Mass Meetings 
to Protest Against New 
Suffrage Bill.

Numerous Arrests Made In Several 
Cities—Meetings Held Throughout 
Prussia, Mostly Peaceful. 





BERLIN, Feb. 13.~Demonstrations by 
Socialists after mass meetings held to- 
day to protest against thé suffrage bill 


resulted in serious affrays between the 
demonstrators and the police at many 
places. In Berlin ‘several policemen were 
severely wounded by stones thrown by 
rioters, and scores of Socialist supporters 
received serious injuries from the sabres 
of the police. 

Reports from places outside of Berlin 
give a number of casualties. The worst 
affair of the kind occurred at Neumun- 
ster, in Holstein, where a workingman 
was mortally wounded by a knife thrust 
through the lungs; another’s hand was 
cut off, and a third lost an ear.

CONDEMNS VATICAN’S ACT. ° 


Bishop Cranston of Methodist Church 
Discusses Fairbanks Incident. 


Special to Tie New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 13.—The Roman 
Catholic Church was severely criticised 
to-day by Bishop R. Earl Cranston, who 
preached at Hamline Methodist Episcopal 
Church, in connection with the episode 
in Rome, In which ex-Vice President 
Fairbanks was informed that if he spoke 
in the Methodist Mission he would not 
be received by the Pope. The demonstra- 
tions of the congregation were such that 
on a number of occasions he had to lift 
his hand to command order. Applause 
greeted his remarks about” “ explana- 
tions and apologies’’ that had been made 
for the Vatican by priests and Arch- 
bishops. 

Bishop Cranston said the importance of 
the present situation had led him to dis- 
cuss it in spite of his desire to keep out 
of inter-church arguments. He declared: 


“The question that has been presented 
is one that is bigger than Mr. Fairbanks. 
It is one that is as big as the United 
States itself, and one that we cannot 
pass by unnoticeck”’ 

Bishop Cranston drew attention to the 

explanation made in Rome, in connection 
with the Fairbanks incident, that the mis- 
sion of the Methodist Church had been 
proselyting and that a system of bribery 
had been in vogue in an attempt to 
weaken the Catholic Church. To this he 
replied that it was a matter for an Amer 
ican jury to decide. 
‘ High officials of this Government,’’ 
he said, ‘‘ may ask us the question, Why 
do we establish and support Protestant 
missions in a papal country? We can an- 
swer it by making a comparison between 
the civilization and progress of America 
with the turbulence of South America; 
compare England with Spain, Germany 
and Sweden with Russia, and the ques- 
tion answers itself.’’ 

The Bishop attacked the Catholie 
Chureh from the theological standpoint 
arguing that the Vatican was protect 
behind a high wall of assumed spiritual 
authority, 

‘These are perilous. times,’’ he said 
“for high protection, within or without 
the Church.”’ 

The venerable Bishop was forced to 
shake hands with nearly the entire con- 
gregation at the close of the service.

Thinking that they weuld still be able 
to clear themselves with their constitu- 
ents if they showed themselves docile to 
the old man for one more term, they con- 
tinued their obedience, and whenever it 
came to the test they rallied to his sup- 
port on all clear cut votes for or against 
the ‘‘system.’’

TAFT TALKED OF ROOSEVELT. 


Discussed with Loeb Plans for Recep- 
tion to ex-President. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 13.—After having 
spent a quiet morning in New York City, 
President Taft returned to Washington 
to-night to find that his speech last even- 
ing before the Republican Club at its.Lin- 
coln Day dinner had kept the National 
legislators busy in discussion the whole 
day long. The President had planned 
the speech a week or more ago. It was 
one of the longest he had ever made and 
covered his attitude on practically every 
issue that is pending in Congress or that 
has come up since his Administration be- 
gan. 

Mr, Taft purposely made the scope a 
wide one, for he felt that a statement of 
his views was wanted. Now that he has 
had his say, it is declared his purpose 
is to get to work on Congress in the 
interest of the measures he has recom- 
mended. 

Considerable sentiment was found in 
New York of doing nothing in the way of 
selecting possible candidates for Governor 
until the. return of Mr. Roosevelt. To 
many it was said this would mean a 
strong ‘‘boom”’ for Collector William 
Loeb, whose candidacy would undoubted- 
ly call Mr. Roosevelt to the stump. 

While in New York President Taft con- 
sulted with Mr. Loeb regarding the plans 
under way for a homecoming reception 
to Mr. Roosevelt. In his cablegram to 
the Republican Club of New York City, 
which had undertaken the arrangements 
for a reception, and which had cabled Mr. 
Roosevelt asking his wishes, the former 
President, after stating that whatever was 
done should be done on the day of his 
arrival, concluded. with. the advice, ‘* See 
Loeb.”’ 

Mr. Loeb told President Taft posttivel? 
that no arrangements so far had been 
made and that none would be made until 
after Mr. Roosevelt’s arrival in Europe, 
when there will be plenty of opportunity 
to communicate with him and consult his 
wishes in regard to the matter. _,

Hughes has supporters in 
every State and Territory polled except 
Tennessee and Arizona. Cummins and 
Pinchot are mentioned by many, while 
Dolliver and Cannon each have a few 
Supporters. 


The scattering votes are split among 
the various favorite sons, but not one 
of these men is mentioned by more than 
one State besides his own. 

Roosevelt not only has a majority of the 
votes, but his strength runs so uniformly 
that he is indorsed by a majority of the 
States. He is strongly in the lead in the 
Lake group, where he has 486 votes to 
Taft's 427. He leads in the prairie States 
by 617 to 475, and on the Pacific Coast 


by 164 to 90. In the only group where 
Taft leads the President's margin is nar- 


row, it being 66 to 64 in the mountain 
States. The South Is eveniy divided, 35 
to 36. 

Roosevelt leads in fifteen of the twenty- 
two States—Michigan, Indiana, Illinois, 
Iowa, Kansas, Nebraska, Oklahoma, Min- 
nesota, North Dakota, Montana, Wash- 
ington, Oregon, California, Kentucky, and 
Nevada. These States have a popular 
vote of 5,501,665, and will poll 294 votes 
in the Republican National Convention. 

Taft leads in Ohio, Missouri, Idaho, a) 








orado, Wyoming; Tennessee, and Arizona. 
These States, together, have a popular 
vote of 2,493,757, and a total of 116 votes 
in the Republican National Convention, or 
less than hgit that of the Roosevelt 
States. 

La Follette leads in Wisconsin, while 
Roosevelt and Taft divide the vote evenly 
in South Dakota, Utah, and New Mexico. 

The vote in Ohio is of interest. There 
Taft has 112 votes, which is only 19 more 
than Roosevelt. 

The only State where the lead of Taft is 
strong is Nebraska, where he musters 86 
editors to the ex-President’s 52. 

Two. interesting features of the straw 
vote are the ballots cast for Bryan and 
Pinchot. In many cases the editors give 
their reasons for these ballots. Most of 
the forty who vote for Bryan say that 
they do so because they do not approve of 
the present policies of the Republican 
Party, althougn they voted for Taft at the 
last Presidential election. The Pinchot 
vote, which appears in all but six of the 
States, is generally coupled with doubt of 
the Administration’s forestry policy and 
disapproval of its attitude toward Ballin- 
ger. 

No compilation was made of second 
choices, but a great many ballots gave 
them, usually saying they were for Taft 
as the situation stood at present, but their 
second choice was Roosevelt, or that they 
were for ‘** Roosevelt if he will run,” or 
some other qualification. The compila- 
tion of the ballots was strictly impartial. 
but in the selcrupeing betwéen the lines 
of many hallots may be read that Roose- 
velt is even stronger with the editors than

“It is unfair to Mr. Woodruff, Senator 
Depew, and Mr. Wadsworth to say that 
they were not in harmony with the opin- 
lon of the others present at the confer- 
ence,”” said Mr. GnNscom last night. 


“ There was no such division of opinion. 
Everybcdy was in harmony at the confer- 
ence. The conference to-day at the Hotel 
Astor was merely a preliminary talk 
Along the Iines laid down by the County 
Committee, when the Committee of Three 
was appointed to further the policies of 
Gov. Hughes. Everything was har- 
monious and the conference was entirely 
satisfactory. The date for the next meet- 
ing has not yet been settled.’’ 


EXPECT A FULL INQUIRY. 


Albany Politicians Say Allds Case 
Cannot Be Held to Present Limits. 
Special to The New York Temes. 
ALBANY, Feb. 13.—That political pres- 
sure will not avail to keep the Allds-Con- 
ger investigation within its present iimits 


is the belief here to-night. This was set- 
tled, politicians say, by the conference 
yesterday at the home of Lloyd C. Gris- 
com in New York. Speaker James W. 
Wadsworth, Jr., vn his return to Albany 
to-day, spoke of the conference, at which 
President Taft, Gov. Hughes, Chairman 
Timothy L. Woodruff, Otto T. Bannard, 
Mr. Griscom, the Speaker, and others 
were present. 

“The principal subject of conversation 
was the serious effect which the Allds 
case would have on the party in the 
State,’ he said. ‘*No person present! 
sought to minimize the seriousness of 
the situation. No one attempted to lay 
down any definite programme of proced- 
ure which the party should take ‘or to 
make any proposal. No suggestion or 
comment was made by any person pres- 
ent which gave rise to a difference of 
opinion. | 

“The earnest hope was expressed by 
all that the Senate should so conduct the 
pending investigation as to free it from 
any suspicion of attempting ‘to apply 
whitewash or of being influenced in the 
slightest degree by political pressure. 
“The intimation of some of the news- 
papers this morning in their accounts 
of the conference to the effect that there 
existed a division of sentiment in the con- 
ference is absolutely false.’’ 

Some surprise was expressed in Albany 
that the Alids-Conger case should be 
made the 7 of discussion at the 
meeting attended by the President and 
Governor, and the feeling is that the Re- 
publican Party, responsible as the ma- 
jority party in the Legislature for the last 
ten years, must make it plain that the 
exact situation, so far as allegations of 
bribery and corruption are concerned, is 
to be investigated and made known.

In this connection the suggestion 
is made that such an investigation should 
be conducted by a special legislative com- 
mittee, which would give representation 
to the Assembly.

MOE’S PASTOR PRAISES HIM. 








From the Pulpit Expresses Confidence 
in Bribe Case Witness. 


Special to The New York Times. 

AUBURN, N. Y., Feb. 13.—The return to 
Groton of Hiram G. Moe from Albany 
was marked to-day by a special service at 
the Congregational Church, at which Moe’s 
pastor, the Rev. E. E. Smiley, read from 
the pulpit a denial of a purported inter- 
view in which he !{s alleged to have cen- 
sured Moe. Mr. Smiley also made 4&4 
laudatory speech, in which he expressed 
his confidence in the bribe case witness. 
Moe did not attend the service. He re- 
mained at his home, where many per- 
sons went to assure him of their faith in 
him. 

‘Mfr. Moe is one of the best men that I 
have ever known,’’ Mr. Smiley sald in 
his address. “ He has been a trusted em- 
ploye, an excellent village official, and a 
man loyal to his employers. As his 
pastor I wish to add that I believe he has 
been conscientious and loyal to God.’’ 

Senator Conger remained at his home 
during the day. Hearing of the clergy- 
man’s eulogy, he added a statement con- 
cerning Moe’s alleged subservience to 
the Congers because of his bank connec- 
tions. He said: 

‘Mr. Moe became a clerk in the First 
National Bank when he was 17 years 
old. For thirty-four years he has con- 
tinuously served as clerk, assistant, and 
eashier. During that entire period the 
Conger family owned only $2,000 of stock, 
and has held no active control beyond 
the fact that Jay Conger was a Director. 
In January, 1901, Frank acquired the 
Marsh interest, but even with this in- 
terest the Congers did not have and never 
have had a controlling amount of stock. 
Although Jay is President he has never 
dominated the policies of the bank. 

“In January, 1901, Moe resigned to go 
with Frank Conger into the bridge busi- 
ness, because there was a possibility that 
he might be made Assistant Treasurer 
at a higher salary. Moe continued as 
Frank’s secretary until the Summer of 
1901, when he abandoned his plans to 


become Assistant Treasurer. In August 
of that year the Mechanics’ Bank was or- 
ganized, with Mr. Moe as Director and 
Cashier. He held that position until the 
Winter of 1909, when he retired to be- 
come a bank examiner. He has been 
& member of the Board of Education for 
twelve vears and Village Treasurer six 
vears. His integrity has never been ques- 
tioned, and his accounts were always 
straight ”’

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LESS OPPOSITION TO HUGHES. 


Present Legislature Expected to Pass 
Several Bills He Advocates. 


Special to The New York Times. 

ALBANY, Feb. 13.—Gov. Hughes ree 
turned this afternoon from New York. 
He refused to say anything about the 
conference which he and President Taft 
attended Saturday, or his meeting to-day 
with Lloyd C. Griscom and the special 
committee of the New York County Com- 
mittee appointed by Mr. Griscom. 

The Governor's friends believe that the 
Legislature this year will pass several of 
the important bills which have been out- 
lined in the Governor’s policies, notably 
that which would extend the jurisdiction 
of the Public Service Commission to the 
telephone and telegraph companies. They 
believe that there will be a majority for 
the Governor’s direct primary plan, but 
this is disputed by the opponents of the 
Hinman-Green bill. Those who hold out 
for the retention of the convention form 
of nominating candiflates for office will 
concede many of the points contained in 
the Direct Primary bill. 

They are willing to compromise, itt {s 
said, on a primary bill which would pro- 
vide for State-wide enrollment, an offictal 
primary ballot, an official primary day 
throughout the State, and the election of 
all delegates at the primaries rather than 
by intervening conventions. Those who 
have followed the Governor's course, how- 
ever, do not believe the Governor would 
sign any primary measure which does not 
provide for nominations made directly at 
the primary. 

It is expected that the present commit- 
tee, which has been investigating the pri- 
mary question, will present its report this 
week or next, and that it will introduce 
also a compromise bill. It is apparent 
however, that there will be no organized 
opposition in the Legislature to the poli- 
cies of the Governor as there has been in 


previous sessions during the Hughes ad- 
ministration. 


OBJECT TO BOOMING GAYNOR. 


Missouri Democrats Resent Meaning 
Given to Invitation to Mayor.

JEFFERSON DISOBEYED COURT

Case Similar to Present One Involving 
Congress Committee Is Recalled. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 138.—The fact that 
Thomas Jefferson, when President, 
clined to appear in court and produce 
certain papers in the trial of Aaron Burr 
for treason, taken in connection with the 
attitude of the Senate and House on the 
mandamus of Judge Wright to the Joint 
Committee en Printing in Congress to ap- 
pear in the Supremé Court of the Dis- 
trict of Columbia last week, has aroused 
interesting comment among some of the 
officials of the Department of Justice who 


were looking over the ccurt records beare- 
ing in the case. 

Jefferson was asked to bring, among 
other papers, a letter from a General who 
was believed to have knowledge of Burr's 
alleged treasonable design upon the Southe 
west, but he contended that as the Ex- 
ecutive officer of the Government he was 
exempt from the process of the court. 
The documents do not disclose how the 
incident ended. but one of the officials 
said it was his recollection from reading 
the history of the trial that the Presi- 
dent’s attitude was upheld by the courts. 
Burr was tried at Richmond, Va., in 1807, 
and was acquitted. 

The papers, now more than 100 years 
old, were loanéd by Judge Edmund Wad- 
del! of the United States District Court 
at Richmond to Chief Clerk Field of the 
Department of Justice to form part of 
the exhibit at the Alaska-Yukon-Pacific 
Exposition at Seattle last year. They 
were returned some time ago. 

Attorney General Wickersham asked 
that they be kept here a while, as he was 
anxious to look éver them carefully. He 
has now finished with the papers, and 
they will be returned to Richmond. While 
the ink on some of them has faded con- 
siderably, yet most are readable with the

PUNTA ARENAS, Chile, Feb. 13.— 
Further details have been received here 
of the voyage of the Pourquol Pas, which 
is now returning with Dr. Jean M. Char- 
cot’s antarctic expedition. The Pourqgout 
Pas, on reaching the region of ice on her 
trip to the south, stranded on the coast 
of Graham Land, but was refloaied after 
three days. On the resumption of the 
voyage the steamer met with a _ long 
series of accidents. She was in collision 
with a number of icebergs and lost her 
rudder owing to the pressure of the ice. 
The crew, however, Managed to construct 
a jury rudder. 

There was considerable suffering among 
the men during the many months in the 
antarctic regions, scurvy and heart dis- 
ease being the chief ailments. 

The scientific observations were con- 
ducted with the greatest care, and thus 
the object of the expedition was in part 
realized. Numerous journeys were made 
over the ice, but it was impossible to use 
automobiles on accourt of the bad con- 
dition of the icefields, 

The stranding of the Pourqoui Pas and 
the collisions with bergs caused a serious 
leak at the outset of the expedition which 
proved impossible of repair. Water flowed 
in at all times, and the pumps were in 
constant use until the end of the voyage. 
‘The steamer was exposed to violent storms 
'on the return trip as far as the Strait of 
| Magellan, and was compelled to put into 
-an obscure harbor for two days to repair 
the engines. 

A scarcity of provisions and coal, the 
damage to the ship, and the exhaustion of 
the crew necessitated the return. 


OUR PROPOSALS HELD UP. 


Canada and India Delay Action by 
.Great Britain. 


LONDON, Feb. 13.—America is gaining 
considerable experience of the delays of 
British diplomacy, particularly in mat- 
ters in which colonies are interested and 
have to be consulted. The replies to two 
proposals of the State Department, those 
suggesting conferences on the opium 
question in the Far East and on the reg- 
‘ulation of sealing in the Pacific, are be- 
ing held up by India and Canada, re- 
spectively.

The 
fate of those left behind by the British 
steamer Hatumet, which rescued 205 of 
the passengers and crew, will not be 
known until the Ministro Sentro, which 
carries wireless efluinment, arrives there, 

No further word was received to-day 
from Ancud, where the Hatumet put in 
with the survivors. According to late 
dispatches last night there is some hope 
that those still on the Lima may be able 
to hold out if aid reaches them quickly. 
The Hatumet, after taking off 205 per- 
sons, was compelled to proceed on ac- 
count of the danger of being swept upon 
the rocks by the storm that prevailed at 
the time.

His visitors will ask Mr. Taft to urge 
upon Congress the appropriations that 
are necessary for the Signal Corps of 
the Army to carry on that amount of ex- 
perimental aeronautical work which will 
place the United States on at least an 
even footing with other nations. Mr. 
Bishop said before leaving New York on 
Saturday that Mr. Taft had expressed 
himself as believing firmly in the great 
military future of the aeroplane and that 
success would, therefore, likely crown 
the efforts to be made to-day to get 
Presidential backing. 

It will be pointed out to the President— 
and through him to Congress—that Ger-

MONUMENT TO THE MAINE. 


Collection of Funds for Memorlal of 
Dead Sailors to Be Begun. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 13.~—The twelfth 
anniversary of the destruction of the 
battleship Maine in Havana Harbor, Tues- 
day next, is to be made the occasion for 
memorial services extending over several 
days in this city and at other points 
throughout the country where a move- 
ment to erect at Arlington National Ceme- 
tery &@ monument to the sailors who lost 
thelr Iives in the explosion_is under way. 

The services began in this city to-night 
at the First Congregational Church, when 
a meeting arranged by patriotic organiza- 
tions was held. Rear Admiral Charles D. 
Sigsbee of the navy, commander of the 
Maine on the night of the explosion, made 
the principal address. On Tuesday, the 
anniversary, services . will be held at 
Arlington, when the Cuban Minister, 
Sefior Don Carios Garcia Velez, is ex- 
pected to be one of the speakers, 

On Feb. 20 a Maine memorial meeting 
is to be held at Carnegie Hal], New York, 
with Joseph Choate as the presiding offi- 
cer and Admiral Sigsbee as one of the 
speakers. Admiral Sigsbee is now the 
President of the Maine Monument Asso- 
ciation, and the matter of erecting a 
suitable memorial is to be pushed. The 
plans for a National subscription have 
been perfected, and headquarters for the 
receipt of contributions by mail and other- 
wise have been established in the Evans 
Building in this city. 

The membership fee in the memorial as- 
sociation has been fixed at $1, for which 
the subscriber receives a certificate of

The most glaring defigiency in our 
banking system is the inability to act in 
emergencies as: a harmonious whele, a 
state of things inseparable from the nu- 
rnerous and widely spread organizations. 
These emergencies arise more frequently 
with us than in older and smaller com- 
munities which have reached the limits 
of development. It does not seem possi- 
ble that the United States can fulfill its 
great mission of bringing out the full 
resources of the land and the people with- 
out now and then a setback, or crisis, 
during which we make new plans for re- 
Suming the work of development and ad- 
vancement. It is to devise some method 
of handling these crises that the Mone- 
tary Commission is expected to make 
Suggestions. 


The outside public has not been idle, 
and panaceas are being offered on all 
sides. It.is wonderful how many people 
afe interested in finance and how plen- 
tiful are the theories’ advanced on that 
subject. -At this time the Central Bank 
has the lead, and it would seem a very 
good lead so far as unanimity goes. It is 
an idea borrgwed from European coun- 
tries. As a thtory or an academic remedy | 
it seems to be almost without a flaw, 
but in this country we have to combat | 
an experience in the Second Bank of the 
United States which I fear will defeat any 
legislation aiming to create its counter- 
part. Much as a Central Bank is desira- 
ble, I fear that the political features will 
be so emphasized as to prevent its enact- 
ment. But its work should be accom- 
plished end the need of a nucleus around 
which banking will centre and revolve 
must not be sent to the rear, but kept 
in front till it becomes an established 
fact. 

What wea need in a panic, or crisis, is 
an immediate and sufficient device to 
Stay ruinous liquidation and enable neces- 


Sary readjustment to proceed on deliberate 
lines. 


It may surprise some to know that that 
has already been accomplished. The 
Clearing House Loan Certificate is a well 
estahlished, thoroughly understood, and 
effective agent in a financial convulsion. 
{t has been tried in New York in the 
past fifty years some eight or nine times, 
always with success and without the 
loss of a single ‘dollar to the banks which 
indorsed them. 


loan certificates are issued by the Assgso- 


ciated Banks on the pledge of collateral | 


security.ample for their redemption, with 
the added guarantee of every bank in 
the Clearing House. The primal neces- 
sity of having good security for these 
certificates, the confidence that is felt 
in the judgment of the bank officers who 
are appointed to decide on the validity of 
that security explains the readiness with 
which in New York every’ bank in the 
Ciearing House, by a vote of its Di- 
rectors, unhesitatingly pledges itself to 
the redemption of those certificates in 
case the security should fail, a state of 
thingsthat has never resulted. 

These loan certificates, like the empty- 
ing of barrels of oil from a storm dis- 
tressed ship, calm the waves around us, 
even if they do not subdue the sea. They 
give us time to think, and a day’s thought 
in &@ panic is worth its weight in gold. 
Credit so timid is immediately reassured. 
The banks extend help liberally, because 
they know where they can get their 
supplies. One might urge—and here the 
theorist comes in with his apparently 
unanswerable arguments—that the time of 
redemption will be far off, and will be 
attended by all the perils of contraction. 
The experienced banker knows that the 
Clearing House Loan Certificates begin 
to be retired almost as soon as they are 
issued, and the current of redemption sets 
in very strongly after the maximum is 
reached. Four months is the outside limit 
of the life of a Clearing House Loan 
Certificate. ’

hoarder as his contribution to. the panic. 
I'he wheels of the retail business world 
must. be kept going, laborers must be 
paid in money, salaries cannot be met ex- 
cept in currency. Hence arose the West- 
ern and Southern device of splitting 
up their Clearing House Loan Certifi- 
cates into small ones and supplying there- 
by the deficiency of currency. This was 
attended with much. confusion—if not 
loss—and the’ danger of counterfeiting 
was very great. What the people want is 
a readily recognized currency in which 
they have confidence at aJl times. The 
New York banks spent large sums of 
money to bring gold from Europe to 
meet current wants.as to currency. They 
paid for the gold by bills of exchange 
purchased by the credit they received 
through Clearing House Loan Certifi- 
cates. 


It seems to.me that we have insensibly 
drifted in the last two years into the s0- 
lution of our monetary. troubles. o 
reforms, one in the National bank sy8- 
tem and ons in the great banking de- 
partment in the Empire State, have al- 
ready been considerably advanced. The 
third, which I submit for consideration, is 
the function of Clearing House Loan Cer- 
tificates. They have been found to be the 
most reliable basis of credit in a dis- 
turbed time because. people understand 
their nature and don’t have to be edu- 
cated into believing In them. They also 
become in a crude way the basis of cur- 
rency—in the West by. splitting them up, 
in the East by becoming a basis on which 
we could buy foreign gold. Are these 
hints not enough? .Do they not point to 
the Clearing House J.oan Certificates as 
the basis for currency when currency is 
needed in an emergency? Can you con- 
ceive of a security mors carefully scru- 
tinized than that which the experieneced 
bankers ,in the great Clearing Houses 
have gone over? I would make these cer- 
tificates the starting point for currency, 
I would urge the legalization In the great 
Central Reserve Cities and make them the 
basis of the subsidiary money which we 
manufactured and pought in 1907, It is 
true the Central Reserve Cities are only 
three in number, but the number should 
be increased so that every section should 
have proper representation. 

I would confine the Clearing House 
Loan Certificates applicable to this pur- 
pose to these few great centres, which 
are representative of the entire country, 
and where the banking ability and bank- 


ance of an undisputed security. Then, 
inasmuch as all this is so far practi- 
eally accomplished, let us have @ great 
bureau of United States Currency which | 
will issue notes upon these certificates 
whenever presented by any Central Re- 
serve City. upon such conditions as will 
insure their prompt return and redemp- 
tion whenever their need has ceased to 
exist. 

The people will recognize immediately 
the validity of such a currency obtained 
in such a way. It will be the experiment 
that is attended with the ledst risk. All 
financial reforms are evolutionary. They 
must emerge gradually from estatflished 
forms or the public gets confused and 
frightened. The well-groundéd “Clearing 
House Loan Certificate expanding nat- 
urally into a@ small currency Issued by 
the Government is the natural solution of 
a problem that only becomes perplexing 
when you apply it to remedies that are | 
theoretical and not practical. 

The derangement of the Exchanges of | 
the country in times of panic is one of the | 
most serious embarrassments that con-! 
fronts the banker at such times. The 
out of town-banks are as unable to pay | 
their debts to New York as New York | 
is cramped to make its payments of coun- 
try deposits. Clearing House Loan Certif- | 














icates have not been found valuable for 

such settlements. They are not rejected | 
because of any doubt 8f the value of such ; 
certificates, but because they have no cir- 
culation outside of banking circles. We 
have at such times enough Clearing House | 


Loan Certificates of our own without tak- 
ing on a load of those of other cities. 
But a central currency issued by the Gov- 
ernment on Clearing House Loan Certif- 
icates would not only meet the require- 
ments of internal exchanges. but prevent 
by the very certainty of issue the ficti- 
tious demands that arise at such times. 
The question of the retirenfent of 
Clearing House Loan Certificates has al- 
ways arisen contemporaneously with their 
issue. The same question will doubtless 
be asked in reference to any currency 
issued with these certificates as a basis. 
Experience has shown that the rate of 


interest charged on the certificates which 


has ‘generally been the legal rate has 
been sufficient to cause their retirement 
in a very brief period of time. For a 
while after thé original issue the banks 
are content to pay the legal rate for 
money, as borrowers who are anxious for 
assistance at such times are indifferent 
to rates so long as help is extended. But 
with the subsidence of strained conditions 
and the readjustment or exchanges, and 
the decline in the demand for money, it 
is not profitable to keep certificates at 
such high rates and their cancellation pro- 
ceeds at a rapid pace. The same effect 
would follow with the currency issued on 
their security, and from precisey the same 
reasons, and in the same way. In their 
nature the currency and the certificates 
are the same and their retirement would 
move together. It will be very clearly 
appreciated by bankers that the retire- 
ment of currency which has been issued 
by the Government against Loan Certifi- 
cates cannot proceed on exact lines; that 
is, the identical currency cannot be im- 
mediately returned, but other money of 
the Government can be used, and held in 
trust to meet and redeem the special cur- 
rency, and thus avoid an inflation beyond 
the limits contemplated by the system. 

ZI have not ventured to take up the al- 
ways interesting topic of the general 
currency of the country, now so largely 
based on the security of the United States 
bonds. The situation is admittedly arti- 
ficial, and the proposal of asset currency 
has at least the merit of being logical 
and natural. The objections have been 
largely based on the difficulties attend- 
ing the proper appraisement of the value 
of the assets to be offered. The personal 
equation enters largely into this mat- 
ter. The qualifications of the judges are 
to be considered, and in this respect the 
Clearing House committees approach mor2 
nearly than any other agency the ideal 
of a dispassionate and competent board 
of judges of the value of the security. 

In financial forestry it is deemed wiser 
to graft old trees than to plant new ones. 
It would seem to be a natural out- 
growth of the Clearing House system if 
we found it ultimately the solution of 
the general currency problem which ther 
country is so concerned about and which 
must some day be settled. 

It thus appears to me that our financia) 
salvation is nearer than we suspect. It 
must go almost without saying that I 
look with dread at the day when our 
existing academic emergency currency 
laws are applied to for relief. People 
will have to be educated to believe in 
them, and there is no time for education 
in a panic. 

But with the general reorganization of 
banking matters begun in New York, 
vcarried on by the National Bank author- 
ities,” and with the

Whatever happens, it is no time to lo8e 
faith either in the people of the councry 
or our own resources. Certainly it is no 
‘time to echo the foreign opinions so un- 
favorable and critical as to American 
matters. ‘This is still a new country, and 
we are working out our own problem 
with a wondsrful degree of acumen and

Also Thinks Distance Restrictions 
Should Be Placed on Onside Kicks. 


Edward H. Coy, who captained the Yale 
eleven of last Fall and who will be head 
coach at the New Haven university next 
season, is very pronounced in his desire 
to see the existing forward pass abol- 
ished, together with a very considerable 


restriction on the present onside kick. 
He would have the forward pass confined 
entirely to back of the attacking team's 
line of scrimmage, if it is retained in any 
shape whatsoever, and he thinks that pro- 
vision should be made that an onside 
kick should travel at least twenty-five 
yards into opponents’ territory to be le- 
gal. 
‘‘Recently the perfection of the for- 
ward pass has made it necessary to pull 
the half back away from the line,’’ says 
Capt. Coy. ‘‘ This haa ieft the tackle on 
the defense, practically alone and un- 
aided. 

‘If the forward pass were not allowed, 
the defensive half back could play close 
behind the tackle to assist him. He 
could aid sufficiently if the forward pass 
were allowed only behind one’s line of 
scrimmage. 

“Tf ever a play were full of danger, 
that play is the forward pass. A man who 
is about to receive the ball is always so 
intent on completing the play that he 
never is able to protect himself against 
ithe opponents who attempt to prevent 
him.

A haif-way measure designed to avoid 
the discomforts of an open-air festival 
in Washington as early as March 4 in 
every fourth year has been introduced 
in the House of Representatives by Mr.

SIMPLIFYING RAILWAY TARIFFS. 

It may be recalled that one of the 
objects of the latest revision of the 
Inter-Staté Commerce law was to sim- 
plify the rate schedules. They were 
alleged to be incomprehensible, and the 
amendment was to make all plain as 
day. One of the first formal acts of 
the Commission under the changed law 
was to set aside the details of the 
amendment .as impracticable. The 
shippers were more offended by the 
law designed for their benefit than the 
railways against whom the statute was 
directed. For, since the rates were to 
be laws, under the new dispensation 
the shippers were affected by knowl- 
edge of them, although nobody could 
find out what they were. How the 
matter stands appears from the testl- 
mony of the President of the National 
Industrial Traffic League before the 
House. Committee on Inter-State Com- 
merce the other day: 


I defy any one to find out from one 
of the railroad tariff sheets what it 
will cost to ship anything from any 
place to anywhere. They are abso- 
lutely undecipherable to the unin- 
itiated. 


Yet the law is just what the reform- 
ers enacted, and is complied with by 
the railways, to the satisfaction of the 
Commission, at least. Apparently the 
railways had some reason for their 
plea that it was not possible to com- 
pile rate sheets so that they could be 
consulted like a telephone book or a 
dictionary. It may be said that the 
same difficulty exists on foreign rall- 
ways,

Suggestion that Hammersteln Use The 
New Theatre for French Works. 


To the Hditor of The New York Times: 

As a music lover and old operagoer and 
patron of both the Metropolitan and Man- 
hattan Opera Houses, like many others, I 
am deeply concerned over the present 
operatid situation. Having known the 
late Maurice Grau for many years, and 
learned from him many inside facts re- 
garding the operatic business, I don’t 
have to be told by the newspapers that 
the financial losses this season at both 
houses have been enormous. However, to 
the gentlemen behind the Metropolitan a 
deficit of $500,000 or more may be a baga- 
telle, while to Hammerstein, who has only 
his own bank atcount to fall back upon, 
a balance of $100,000 or $200,000 on the 
wrong side may be a more serious mat- 
ter. I am sure that every music lover in 
the country will agree with me that 
should Mr. Hammerstein decide to aban- 
don opera it would be a genuine public 
calamity. We can never repay him for 
his services to this form of art. For this 
reason, may I be permitted to make a 
suggestion to the Directors of the Metro- 
politan, who, I see, are about to hold an 
important meeting in a few days? 

The New Theatre, it seems, has not 
-been a success, either operatically or dra- 
matically. In its present condition it 
seems unfitted either for drama or opera. 
Why not call Mr. Hammerstein into coun- 
cil? He has proved himself an expert :n 
the construction of theatres and opera 
iouses. Tie has a wonderful knack of 
obtaining results in the matter of acous- 
tics. Why not turn The New Theatre 
over to him? Let him rémodel the in- 
terior. Surely he is the man to do it if 
any one can. He could make it an ideal 
house for his French operas. This done, 
why should not he and the Metropolitan 
Directors enter into an arrangement to 
prevent the conflict of répertoire and 
surfeit of any one work? Let Hammer- 
stein agree to confine himself to the 
French operas which he has produced 
with such brilliant success, while the 
Metropolitan could confine itself to the 
yerman and Italian works, which it pre- 
sents so admirably. The public would 
be the gainer from such an arrangement, 
and for practical business reasons it 
should appeai to the management of both 
houses.

THE COLD STORAGE EGG. 

As Uncle JosrPpH CANNON signifi- 
cantly pointed out in his Lincoln Day 
speech, it Is a poor and cheap occupa- 
tion for mere outsiders to criticise and 
abuse the people who have to bear the 
burdens.

At present, months often grow into 
years with no report of yellow fever from 
Panama, and when, as in this instance, a 
case is brought there from elsewhere, 
there is no alarm whatever. As before, 
the individual victim can consider himself 
fortunate if he doesn’t die, for there has 
been no great advance toward curing the 
malady, but now there is no fear that he 
will spread the infection. No barbarous 
quarantine {s his. The only incarceration 
tomwhich he is subjected is behind mos- 
quito bars, and life and business go on as 
usual around him. This change was 
worked by American Army surgeons, and 
it was by far the most important result 
of our war with Spain.

CURTIS ON SUFFRAGE. 


His Arguments Recalled by the Bil! to 
Refer Question to Women, 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

The bill introduced on Tuesday to refer the 
woman suffrage question to the women of the 
State recalls the words of George William 
Curtis, deNvered at the Constitutional Conven- 
tion at Albany, in 1867: 


Or, will it be sald that women do not 
want the ballot and ought to be asked? 
And upon what principle ought they to be 
asked? When natural rights, or their 
means of defense, have been immemorially 
denied to @ latge. class, does humanity or 
justice or good sense require that they 
should bd registered and called to vote upon 
their own’ restoration? * * * It must be 
assumed that men and women wish to enjoy 
their natural rights, as that the eyes wish 
Nght or the lungs of an atmosphere. Did 
we wait for emancipation until the slaves 
petitioned to be free; * * * We know 
that they were men, and that men by 
nature walk upright, and if we find them 
bent and crawling, we know that the 
postifre is unnatural, whether they may 
think so or not. 

In the case of women we acklowledge 
that they have the same natural rights as 
ourselves—we seo that they hold proyperty 
and pay taxes, and we must of necessity 
suppose that they wish to enjoy every 
security of those rights that we possess. 
So, when in this State, every year, thou- 
sands of boys come of age, we do not sol- 
emnly require them to tell us whether they 
wish to vote. We assume, of course, that 
they do. °° * ® 

But gentlemen gay that they know a 
great many women who do not wish to vote, 
who think it is not ladylike, or whatever 
the proper term may be. Well, Sir, I have 
known many men who habitually abstain 
from politics because they were so “ un- 
gentlemanly,’’ and who thought that no 
man could touch pitch without defilement. 
Now, what would the honorable gentlemen 
who know women who do not want to vote 
heve thought of a proposition that I should 
not yote because my neighbors did not wish 
it? There may have been slaves who pre- 
ferred to remain slaves—was that an argu- 
ment against freedom? Suppose that a ma- 
jority of the women of the State do not 
wish to vote—is that reason for depriving 
one woman, “who is taxed of her equal 
representation, or one innocent person of 
his life and liberty?

PASTORS GRAVEYARD 


Dr. Carter Tells His Congregatiou 
Clergymen Are Not Properly 
Encouraged Here. 





MORE THAN BIG PAY NEEDED 





Difficulty Met by 3 Large Churches in 
Filling Their Pulpits Shows Minls- 
ters Dread Work in New York. 





' New York has been called “ the grave. 
yard of minister3"’ the Rev. Dr. William 
Carter told his congregation of the Madi. 
-|60n Avenue Reformed Church at Fiftys 
seventh Street yesterday morning in the 
first of a series of Lenten sermons on 
the “‘ Lord’s Prayer.”’ 

Dr. Carter discussed freely the diffi 
culties of a minister in carrying on the 
work of a large church with its many exe 
actions and the conditions of life sure 
rounding him. He did not mince words, 
Too much criticism, he said, has been and 


» ‘ 

is beifig directed against pastors. Pere 
haps, he suggested, it might be well to 
turn the criticism the other way and le 
the members of the congregation as wel 
as the large number of church members 
who are seldom séen in their pews asi 
themselves honestly if they are trying to 
Give the encouragement and aid to th 
pastor so much needed for success 
work. 

‘“ When I realize that the year I was 
broken down in health after but twa 
years’ service here, there were three other 
New York ministers away for a year for 
the same cause,”’ said Dr. Carter; ‘“‘ when 
I realize that one who was.away had 
committed suicide in a fit of melancholia 
and another died immediately on his re 
turn, when I realize that still another 
has just died, so suddenly that it was @ 
shock to his congregation, while a fourth 
has been driven from his pulpit through 
discouragement and despair, I fee} deeply 
how true the phrase is that New York is 
the graveyard of ministers. 

_’ Of all the pastors of large churches in 
New York I know of but one or two who 
have encouragement in their work and the 
right kind of joy in their service. When 
you consider that three of the largest 
pulpits in the city are- vacant, and cali 
after call has been refused, notwithstand- 
ing the large salaries offered, you must 
admit that ministers seem to be shunning 
rather than seeking New York pulpits. 

‘’ Because a large salary is offered New 
Yorkers apparently think that men ought? 
to run at the opportunity, forgetting that 
consecrated ministers are not in the mar- 
ket for the money they can make, and, 
again, that the large salary is often harde 
ly sufficient to meet the added expense 
deemed necessary in maintaining the po- 
sition considered proper for the pastor of 
a large New York church. I personally 
know of men in -large churches who 
actually have not enough to live on, and 
have to borrow money for the privilege of 
preaching the gospel to those who seem 
indifferent to it.’’ 

Dr. Carter then referred briefly to the 
difference in his former pastorate as the 
minister of a large Presbyterian Church 
in Kansas City, and the conditions as he 
had found them in New York since he 
was called to succeed Dr. Abbott E. Kitt- 
redge as pastor of the Madison Avenue 
Reformed Church. A great many are 
crying out against the conditions of the 
church, he added. The preacher andthe 
plans of the church are discussed and 
criticised, but few think of coming nearer 
home and trying to ascertain if some of 
the fault is not their own. 

‘‘TIt is the spirit of personal examination 
I would seek to develop in this series 
of Lenten sermons,” he said. ‘“* What 
the church needs to-day is a personal 
application of the principles of Jesus te 
the hearts and lives of its people. I ba 
lieve that prayer and cicser -ommunion 
with God to be the fundam_..sital basic 
principles for the rejuvenation of the 
church to-day. Preachers hesitate to be 
prophets. It is easier to swim with the 
current than to stem the tide; it is easier 
to conform than to reform, but a prophet 
sometimes is necessary to cry out aloud 
and spare not. Personal piety is at an 
ebb. s the fault entirely with the pas- 
tor? If, instead of criticising the preach- 
er, the people would do a little eggs seen 
of themselves, reclizing that the churc 
stands fer brotherly love, sympathy to 
humanity, the saving of souls, and a sym- 
pathetic interest in those needing the 
cheer of personal uplift, the pastor’s 
labors.would be lightened and the church 
would Yulfull more truly the attributes 
for which its members as Christians ought 
to stand for before the world.’’ 

While Dr. Carter did not refer to any 
churches by name that he mentioned as 
having had difficulty in satisfactorily 
filling their pulpits, the congregation un- 
derstood that he meant the Fifth Avenue 
Presbyterian Church, which has _ just 
called two English. ministers, both of 
whom have declined; the St. Nicholas 
Reformec Church, at Fifth Avenue and 
Forty-eighth Street, and the Brick Pres- 
byterian Church, whose pastor, the Rev. 
Dr. D. Maltbie Babcock, the predecessor 
of the Rev. Dr. Richards, who recently 
died after hardly a\ day’s illness, com- 
mitted suicide in Italy, where he had gone 
to recover from an attack of nervous 
prostration.

The Aborns Plan to Admit Chil- 
dren Free if City Will Give the 
Site for a Building. 








TO BE SUNG IN ENQLISH 





Proposal Put Before the Mayor Says 
Prices Will Be Low for the Sake 
of the Advertisement. 





If the Park Commissioner approves & 
plan which the Messrs, Milton and Sar- 
geant’ Aborn have recently submitted to 
Mayor Gaynor, it is possible that New 
Yorkers may hear opera sung in Englisn 
in Central Park in the Summer, free for 
school children and at a nominal cost for 
all. Here is the proposal which the 
Aborns, who are well-known managers 
of companies presenting opera in Eng- 
lish throughout America for several sea- 
sons, have put before the Mayor: 

They agree to build a structure in some. 
part of the Park provided by the city 
in which they Can give opera. In return, 
school children are to be admitted freo 
to the performances. In addition to this,

“The plan is quite feasible,” said Milton 
Aborn yesterday. ‘‘ We shoulg build the 
structure to hold 5,000 persons, and we 
could give the city many tickets and still 
take in enough money to pay expenses, 
even at low prices. Of course, we couid 
money, but we 
would be willing to run an opera com- 
pany here along these lines for the sake 
of the advertisement which it would give 





us in our companies outside of New York. 

“The company would be composed of! 
the best American singers obtainable, and | 
all the operas which were given would be 
Such works as ‘ Car- 
* Faust,’ ‘ll Trovatore,’ and ‘ Rigo- 
letto,” in fact, the standard répertuire, 
would be given.” 

When the details of the Aborns’ pro- 
posal were made known attention was 
cailed to the fact that enterprises of even 
@ more public nature than they plan had 
encountered such opposition when they 
attempted to obtain park grants that they 
had to be abandoned, 

It was aiso announced yesterday by the 
Aborns that they had obtained the Bos- 
ton Opera House for opera in English at 
popular prices, from Henry Russell, the 
director of that theatre. The Aborn sea- 
son will begin there on April 11, directly 
after the Metropolitan Opera Company 
has completed its season at that theatre, 
and will continue through the Summer 
months until the Boston company returns 
for its season in the Fall. 

Aborn companies will also be estab- 
lished this Summer at MecVicker’s, in Chi- | 
cago: the Newark Theatre, in Newark; 
Ford’s Theatre, in Baltimore; the Grand 
Opera House, in Brooklyn, and the Pabst 
Theatre, in Milwaukee. Two other cities 
are at present under consideration. The 
company includes several persons who 
have long been associated with opera in 
English in America, such as Adelaide 
Norwood.

The southern, or Schuylkill, fields suf- 
fered mrost from the recent drought, and 
there the need of water storage is most 
irgent. In November and December tne 
Philadelphia and Reading Coal and Iron 
Company, whose properties are in the 
Schuylkill district, was obliged to haul 
water over a range Of mountains, in order 
to keep its mines in operation. The com- 
pany is now preparing to devote about 
$1,000,000 to the construction of reservoirs 
and pipe lines. : 

Though the anthracite region had ex- 
erienced many droughts before, never 
ad one brought such distress as was 
suffered last Fall. The extent of the loss 
caused to the companies is not known ex- 
actly, but it ran into the hundreds of 
thousands of dollars,

The readiness of power- 
ful financial interests to purchase se- 
curities last week presumably denotes 
their belief that at a certain level 
prices have appraised the worst. Th’s, 
however, is not so important as the 
somewhat intangible but nevertheless 
certain change which is under way in 
the attitude of these same interests 
toward a number of the Administra- 
tion’s plans. When the amendments to 
the inter-State commerce law suggest- 
el by Mr. Taft were up for criticism 
by objecting interests on Thursday last, 
to the surprise of official Washington 
representatives of only one railroad ap- 
peared to present such objections.

and opinion is undergoing great modi- 
fication as regards the Federal incor- 
poration act and other policies of the 
President.

The third factor 
is concerned with the future of busi- 
ness, and in spite of the emphasis put, 
not, perhaps, without a purpose, upon 
current reports of a pessimistic nature, 
including the remarks of the President 
of the St. Paul last week, it is impos- 
sible to discover in those fundamental 
factors which make or unmake busi- 
ness any permanent causes for its de- 
cline in this country.

STEEL TRADE POSITION. 


Steel Corporation Saves Market from 
Central Foundry Slump. 


Special to The New York Times. 

PITTSBURG, Feb. 13.—In the closing 
hours of last week the United States 
Steel Corporation stepped into the preach 
and saved the market on the stecl-making 
grades of pig iron from a slump that 
threatened to carry all iron values down 
the toboggan. The combine bought D0,- 
COV tous of Bessemer, for March-April- 
May deliveries, at $18, valleys, which is 
$18.90, Pittsburg, dividing the tonnage 
equally between the Bessemer Valley As- 
sociation and W. P. Snyder & Co. 

This price is an even dollar under the 
price at wnich Bessemer had been quoted 
since last October. The action of the 
corporation lends support to the market 
at a critical time. The purchase absorbs 
practically all the output of Bessemer in 
this district not under contract between 
now and April 1. 

Other grades of iron showed the effect 
of the better feeling at the close of the 
weck, Quotations of $16.50, valleys, which 
had been made on basic iron for second 


quarter, were withdrawn, and it is 
thought that by the opening of the new 
week both basic iron and No. 2 foundry 
will be fairly firm at the $17 level. 

Small tonnages of foundry iron were dis- 
posed of for prompt delivery during the 
week at $16.75, valleys, these transac- 
tions totaling perhaps s 3,000 tons. Consum- 
ers of foundry es, however, played a 
waiting game all week, evidently expect- 
ing further price declines. In several in- 
Ssitances melters, convinced that price 
levels would go still lower, actually asked 
to be allowed to anticipate on second 
quarter contracts made on a basis of $17, 
valleys, and secured shipments on that 
basis rather than skirmish in the open 
market for prompt iron at a shade lower 
figure. Considerable tonnages of foundry 
iron have been shipped already this month 
on second quarter contracts, showing that 
ecnsumption hes not diminished, even 
though contracting for fresh supplies is 
alznost at a standstill. 

Crude steel was decidedly firmrs open 
hearth’ billets being difficult to obtain at 
28, Pittsburg mill. The most pronounced

He watches the ma- 
rines of the Buffalo tempting the sharks 
on a strip of sand in front of the cocda- 
nut palms, where they are making use 
of scaniy liberty by sea bathing.

he Admiral and the men under him 
do not know whether they are witnessing 
the last act of the revolution or waiting 
for the overture of another melodrama 
which is bound to be exciting.

It does not matter be- 
cause anybody who has acquainted him- 
self with Nicaraguan history and po- 
litical conditions knows that if the war- 
ships and the marines are withdrawn be-

fore these observations are printed it 
will be only a question of a short time 
before renewed fisticuffs will bring them 
back again. When pinned down to it, al- 
most any foreigner in Nicaragua wil] ad- 
mit that the United States has two alter- 
natives that it cannot get away from. 

One course is to settle down to a policy 
of fist shaking periodically for the pur- 
ycse of cowing the preponderating faction 
of Nicaragua, whatever that faction may 
be, upon future occasions. 

The remaining alternative is to intervene 
with firmness, glovec by judicious consid- 
eration, and force the Nicaraguans to 
their feet with a stabie government be- 
fure they wear themselves out and wreck 
tucir country beyond reparation by strug- 
gliing along with incessant warfare, in- 
terspersed by brief periods of mixed tran- 
ouillity. 

It is conceded by well balanced men of 
experience in Nicaragua, including many 
Nicaraguans themselves, that their coun- 
try by itself never will be able to reach 
& condition of stability and honesty in 
governirent. Foreigners génerally, aside 
from some Americans with concessions, 
look with amusement upon what they con- 
sider humiliciiig weakness upon the part 
of the United States in dealing with Nica- 


rege 

ity are accustomed to say that the 
little republic, with its corruption, has 
kept the United States “ bluffed”’ for an 
amazingly long time. In support of their 
criticisms they point to the long period 
during which they consider that official 
representatives of the United States have 
been obliged to endure insults which no 
Kuroepean nation would stand. 

Like the Nicaraguans who grudingly ex- 
press the opinion that the United States 
is bound to intervene sooner or later, the 
foreigners appreciate the fact that for the 
natives it will be a bitter pill to go to 
sthool to Uncle Sam. But, they say, as 
long as it must be done sooner or later 
why not do it now before there is more 
loss? 

Nicaragua has fallen far below the ap- 
preciation of patriotism as the term is 
understood elsewhere. There is provincial 


pride in localities in the country, and this| Nicaragua, it 1s worthy of note that the 


Same provincial pride has promoted so 
much rivalry that national pride has been 
lost. The peopie of Nicaragua have gone 
mad upon the subject of killing each other. 
They cannot agree to abide under the 
direction of any one leader, no matter how 
good or how bad he may be. In fact, the 
bad ones usually nave a degree of power 
in excess of a stray good one, because 
they unhesitatingly shackle the people and 
use the lash. 

José Madriz, who sits upon the Presi- 
@ential chair in insecurity, personally is 
riven credit for being a splendid type of 

nm—honest and sincere personally. So 
far as it goes in Centra] American poli- 
tics, Madriz nominally is open to credit 
for self-sacrifice in taking the post of 
President pro tem. of Nicaragua. 

He gave up the place of Judge of the 
Central American Court at Cartago, pay- 
ing $8,000 gold a year, to accept the doubt- 
ful task of holding the post of President 
of Nicaragua for the remainder of Ze- 
laya’s term at a salary which, in the de- 
preciated currency of Nicaragua, amounts 
only to $1,200 gold a year. 

Without in the least intending to reflect 
upon the personal probity of Madriz it is 
a simple fact that Presidents of the Ze- 
laya type found any stated salary merely 
nominal in comparison with what they 
could graft from the country and conceés- 
sional: es. 

-Wame is Linked with Zelaya. 


The difficulty beyond remedy with 
Madriz is that his name indelibly is as- 


sociated with that of Zelaya—the suave 
fiend of Nicaragua. The subordinates of 
Madriz formerly fawned upon Zelaya. 
Madriz was nominated by Zelaya to suc- 
ceed Zelaya. Therefore, Madriz would 
only add a new torch to the numerous 
torches geen A blazing in Nicaragua by 
trying to continue permanently as Presi- 
dent in the face of the anti-Zelayan feel- 
ing which flames in the Province of Gran- 
ode and has its opposite in the pro- 
Madriz spirit in the Province of Leon. 

Aside from the ancient feud between 
Granada and Leon, it is patent that, 4s- 
suming Madriz to be the acme of probity 
which he is credited with being, adminis- 
tration by Madriz under the shadow of 
former Zelayan associatjons and with the 
old minions of Zelaya enrolled under his 
banner could not help amounting to ad- 
ministration by Zelaya over again. 

Zelaya’s old associates condemn Zelaya 
now, but it is difficult to believe their 
expressions against their old partner are 
sincere. 

Were Madriz to cast off the men who 
made him he would only augment & 
condition of revolution, which already 
appears to be as destructive as it well 
can be. To make them do his bidding 
he would be obliged to oppose them. The 
only club he could use upon them would 
be to cast them off, and, once cast off, 
the bad ones among them would turn 
upon him like hungry wolves. Could a 

tuation attain a more interesting phdse 
of imovossibility? 

With Juan Estrada, the revolutionary 
leader—perhaps it would be more nearly 
correct to use the indefinite article be- 
cause of other leaders who are demon- 
strating independently of Estrada—in com- 
mand of the country the situation would 
simply be as bad in another way. 

Estrada formerly was a General under 
Zelaya, and he took advantage of his op- 
portunities to make use of the arms and 
men under his hand. It is indicative of 
the variations in factional feeling in the 
country that large numbers of Nicara- 

ns who are opposing Madriz are equal- 

y- emphatic in opposition to Estrada, 
whether he be aspiring to office or sim- 
ply in the position of the effective wire- 

uller behind some dummy President. 
Like Madriz; Estrada is identified with 
the Libera! Party. 

The revolutionists are a mixed body of 
fiberals and Conservatives and persons 
who just want to fight for the excitement 

-pevoluting and killing somebody. The 

tra-conservatives, who have their head- 
marters in Granada and other provinces 
tn the vicinity of Lake Nicaragua and 

rho form a large and influential part of 





the population, are rabid .against both 
Estrada and )} riz. . 

Some of them want Gen. Emilio Cha- 
morro to be the chief. Others think some, 
one else would be preferable aside trom 
Madriz or Estrada. All the Granadans 
hold the old belief that Granada is en- 
titled to be the capital city, just as the 
Leonines think Leon: has claims ahead 
of either Granada or the present capital 
of Managua. 

Most of the previous revolutions, or 
rather. the chronic state of revolution 
aside from the -‘‘ thirty. years of peace,’”’ 
have been due to the feuds of approx!- 
mately ninety years’ duration. Nicara- 
guans were..revolutionary gnough even 
when the’ country was. a colony of Spain. 

It should be understood that many of 
the native Nicaraguans who cheer for the 
United States ahd Americans look upon 
intervention simply in the light of a 
handy tool. to ‘aid their own interests in 
a crisis. . . - . 

Once they secured intervention, they 
would howl] just’ as loudly to be let alonc, 
and thus turn the prism of popular favor 
in Nicaragua. 

It is natural enough that in their Learts 

Nicaraguans should’ be adverse to ‘active 
intervention by the great Nation north of 
the Rio Grande.* It cannot be denied that 
unavoidably intervention carries with it a 
marked degree of humiliation for the peo- 
ple it is intended to assist. The people 
of the United States—even those who don’t 
care enough about ‘their Government to 
go to the polls on Election Day—would 
feel ruffled were a foreign power to take 
possession of Washington, appoint a for- 
eign .Governor for the American people for 
a period, and teach Americans how to run 
their Government. 
- Aniericans would feel that way even if 
things were. at such a pass that they 
couldn't do. without: intervention. And 
the purils would not carry big red apples 
to the teacher. 

Assuming that the revolutionists withina 
few weeks arrive at a point of agreement 
to make a bargatn with Madriz on the 
basis of a popular election, the consensus 
of opinior among students of Central 
America is that inactivity on the part of 
the United States will amount simply to 
procrestination, 


Madriz Willing to Yield. 


Madriz has said that if an agreement to 
hold a popular election is reached he will 


not be a candidate. However, unless the 

olicing of the election is done by the 
tnited States as was done during the 
late disqtiiet in Panama, the machinery 
of election cannot fail to be in the hands 
of the present Directors of the Govern- 
ment—old associates of Zelaya. 

It is practically certain that whatever 
representation the others would get would 
be nominal for the purpose of throwing 
a sophistical sop to the United States. 
Madriz has gone so far as to say that 
he will include popular elections for local 
officials. Anybody’ whe knows conditions 
in Central America knows that the ‘‘ins 
will strive to vote seven times to the 
‘‘outs’’’ once for the purpose of remaining 
‘“‘ins.” The result invariably is trouble. 

There would be revolution over again 
as soon as word could spread that the 
“ins’’ had gobbled the election. No 
matter how honest the individual in the 
Presidential chair of Nicaragua might be, 
the experienced local officials of the Ze- 
laya régime have the capacity of carry- 
ing an- election with a degree of celerity 
that would shame the First Ward Demo- 
cratic organization in Chicago. Central 
Americans in power simply march the 
army and the police force around @ bal- 
lot box, keeping them voting until the 
box is too full to hold any more ballots. 

Madriz says he will take a census and 
have a registration, To do this. he sti- 
mates, will take six months. Censuses 
and registrations, in the light of what 
has happened and is happening in Nica- 
ragua, appear frail curbs against the 
rambunctious revolutionaries of the coun- 
try, who are determined to have the 
power. 

Were they in power and conducting an 
election, the Zelayans would get corre- 
spondingly ruthli¢ss treatment in all prob- 
ability in an election. It simply happens 
that the revolutionaries are not in. It 
doesn't matter a great deal which side is 
in under the wreck2d morale of Nicara- 
gua. The only guarantee of a fair elec- 
tion that is practicable in Nicaragua, and 
that any sound-thinxing persons in Nica- 
ragua sincerely can believe to be fair will 
have to be eguaranteed by the United 
States. And the only way the United 
States can guarantee the fairness of the 
election is to put Américans in charge 
of it. 

There are Americans sitting around ta- 
bles in Nicaragua, drinking and calling 
Zelaya “‘the martyr of Nicaragua.’’ They 
occasionally get the ear of some American 
publication and purport to “ tell the truth 
avout Nicaragua,’ asserting unctuously 
that the robbers of the country are sadly 
maligned men and that there is “no 
trouble in Nicaragua.’ They say as unc- 
tuously that Zelaya did right to shoot 
Cannon and Groce. They bore newspaper 
correspondents by. following them around 
to try to influence them to say that au- 
thentic official news is untrue every time 
it refers to the fact that there is a revo- 
lution in Nicaragua. 7 


Seekers of Concessions. 


These pro-corruptionists of un-Amer- 
ican disposition are seeking advantageous 


concessions from whatever political fac- 
tion in the country may have concesisons 
to deliver. Persons of this type are nui- 
sances to businesslike Americans in Nica- 
ragua, and it is safe to say they have 
little real respect from the Nicaraguan 
politicians they are trying to flatter by 
appearing more Nicaraguan than the 
Nicaraguans. 

In sketching the political situation in 
country is topheavy with professionalism. 
There are more doctors, lawyers, dentists, 
and other professionals in Nicaragua than 
could live here were they obliged to de- 
pend upon their professions for incomes. 
As a matter of fact, most of them have 
incomes from property bequeathed to 
them. Few brainy young Nicaraguans 
want to work in a business sense. 

Professionalism in Nicaragua carries 
with it caste. There are scores of spilen- 
did young. men in the country with de- 
grees from the University of. Pennsy!- 
vania, the favorite American institution 
of Nicaraguans, and other foreign schools. 
Up to this time the matchmakers have 
aimed to marry the best of the young wo- 
men to professional men rather than to 
men who make money in business. 

From one aspect, the recognition of pro- 
fessional talent is a creditable thing in 
Nicaragua. Extravagance in recognition 
o1 vrofessionalism here, however, has led 
to professionals hanging out shingles and 
finding little or nothing to do. They won't 
work at any business. 

Therefore the professional 
drawn to pass the time | playing the 
exciting. game of Central American poli- 
tics, plotting and counterplotting in a 
revolutionary way with a vigor that could 
not fail to achieve splendid results were 
it directed in a peaceavie manner for the 
uplifting Of the Government. As it is, 
there is a race to hold office. The man 
who is out of office laughs his defiance 
and seeks to get in by hitting the man 
who is in with a club. 

The foregoing observations are the fruit 
of careful observation ‘of conditions in 
Nicaragua, confirmed by men of unim- 
peachable knowledge and authority on the 
Subject. of Nicaragua. 

Features of the Nicar an situation 
which have been present are intended 
to strike some of the high lights in a 
situation that is exceedingly interesting 
and which must continue to demand the 
attention of the United States. Aside 
from whatever selfish considerations may 
be involved in keeping a discreet eye upon 
the only -route practicable as a possible 
rival to the Panama Canal, the United 
States and the Republic of Mexico have 
undertaken the big job of guaranteeing 
the peace of Central America. The Wash- 
ington conventions have been created and 
the task of seeing to it that they are 
carrieg out has been created with them. 


To Present People and Politics. 


In succeeding articles, necessarily brok- 


en to some extent owing to the vicissitudes 
of communication with the outside world 
from the capital of.a revolutionary coun- 
try, which averages three weeks from 
Chicago or New York, owing to difficulty 
of access, I will endeavor to carry the 
readers ashore with me at Corinto on 
the Pacific Coast, and with them _ see 
Nicaragua and. its people and politics 
from a frank point of view. 

Nicaragua will be seen from the car 
windows on the way to Managua, and, 
later, beyond. It will be seen from the 
backs of horses in places where the rail- 
road does not go. t will be seen in the 
most favorable season of the year, climat- 
ically, in the state of warfare that is fa- 
miliar to its inhabitants and a source of 
wonder to the foreigner. Due allowance 
will be made for the conditions that exist 
in the season that is less pleasant cli- 
matically. 

The mirroring of Nicaragua as it exists 
at this period of bloodshed and dissension 
will be attempted as conscientiously as 
possible. It is intended that the picture 
drawn shall be an absolutely true one. 
Numerous writers have visit Nicaragua

and dwelt solely upon the evils of the. 


country. The evils specifically couldn’t 
easily be much worse. 

In contrast with them there is a surpris- 
ing lot of good in Nicaragua and the peo- 
ple of Nicaragua. Moreover, the good 
qualities are so incongruous, when taken 
with the bad ones, they are intensely in- 
teresting, rather than commonplace. To 
the American there is little that is com- 
monplace in Nicaragua.

Wheat Strong on Falling Movement— 
Other Grains Firm—Provisions Near 
High Record—Cotton Sluggish, 


There was a distinct change for the better in 


the character of the wheat market last week, 
and a movement toward a higher range,-of 
values. This improvement came after the.un- 


expected showing in the visible supplies the |. 


early part of the week, which indicated @ 
much heavier distribution of wheat than antici- 
pated. With the very large receipts the pre- 
vious week at interior points it had been ex- 
pected that there would be a good increase in 
the visible, but contrary to this there was a 
rather large decrease, and during the past 
week there has been a considerable falling off 
in the interior movement. . > 
The disappearance of wheat this year from 
visible supply points has been phenomenal. 
The interior receipts have exceeded last year 
by about 8,000,000 bushels at American points. 
The increase in the visible supply’ since July 1 
has been about 18,000,000 bushels less this 
year than it was a year ago. On the other 
hand there has been a decrease in the exports 
of wheat and flour from the United States of 
25,000,000 bushels, indicating that: in the first 
seven months of the crop year there has been 
an apparent increase in the American distribu- 
tion of wheat of 51,000,000 bushels. ) 
Such a showing as this is a phenomenal one, 
and indicates that the supplies of wheat at 
the end of the old crop year were very small. 
Of course it is possible that the mills‘ and 
dealers generally have done the reverse of 
What they did last year. It is possible they 


have all loaded up with flour, buying more 
than they need, and that the distribution for 
con see of the season will be correspondingly 
geht. 

Of these conditions, however, there seems to 
be no immediate evidence, as the price of ‘cash 
wheat scems to be strong, and the heavy. re- 
ceipts of the past few weeks have rapidly dis- 
appeared, with no accumulation in stocks. ” 

On .the basig of the ordinary home distribu- 
tion of wheat in recent years the consumption 
this year would be about, 484,000,000 bushels. 
There have apparently disappeared 51,000,000 
bushels in excess of such average rate, raising 
the apparent consumption to the rate of 535,- 
000,000 bushels. The seed requirements will 
be 75.000,000 bushels for Spring and Winter, 
and the exports of wheat and flour for seven 
months have taken 66,000,000 bushels, making 
an apparent distribution of 676,000,000 bushels. 
With exports the next five months of, say, 
5.000,000 bushels a month of American wheat, 
the same as during January, it would ratse 
the total distribution of the year to 701,000,000 
bushels, which would leave only 36,006,000 
bushels to be added to the very smal! carry- 
over seen last year. Such analysis does not 
indicate that there is any overburdening supply 
in the country, although the feeling has been 
general among commercial interests in the 
East that there was a larce supply in the coun- 
try, and that sooner or later it would have to 
move. This has also been the position taken 
by some of the leading Western bears, particu- 
larly if the prospects of the new crop contin- 
ued good. 

CORN.—The corn market has also shown a 
much better tone and a strong recovery -in 
values from the low point recently geen. This 
has been due to the general strength in grain, 
to the advance in provisions, and to evidence 
of a lessening of volume of marketing on the 
part of the country. A rather improved short 
interest was eviderttly built up on the decline, 
and this short interest has been showing some 
umeasiness. The receipts of corn have been 
heavy, but the accumulations in stock have 
not been as large ag expected, and there has 
been the past week some decrease in the move- 
ment. A good deal of bearish confidence was 
bullt upon the Government statement showing 
6,250,000 less hogs than last year, indicating 
& corresponding decrease in the feeding, but 
owing to the severe weather this season it is 
claimed that the compulsory feeding of stock 
on account of the great quantity of snow has 
reo offset the decrease in the quantity. of 
10gSs. 

OATS.—The trade in oats has also been in- 
fluenced In part by the strength tn corn and 
the fact that the heavy movement has been 
taken care of at interior points without bring- 
ing any pronounced pressure on the spot or 
future market. There has been a fairly good 
demand for cash oats, and the situation In this 
respect shows that the movement is being 
eared for. The receipts last week have shown 
some decrease, and this has had quite a Httle 
influence on specuiative sentiment. 

PROVISIONS.—The provision situation has 
been one of very great Interest, and there has 
been active trading, with an advancé to new 
high records for the active deliveries tn the 
future market. This advance has been due to 
the very disappointing movement of hogs and 
the fact that the advancing prices for hogs are 
not attracting the movement hoped for... The 
end of the packing season of the Winter !s 
within a few weeks, and there has been no 
accumulation In the stocks of products, al- 
though prices have been at a very hich level 
and the price of hogs has been exceeded> only 
once or twice in forty years. The hog packing 
continues to decrease at the tnterior points. 
The decrease the past week was 115,000, and 
the decrease gince Nov. 1 has been 2,610,000 
hogs. Such a@ heavy falling off in the packing. 
in view of the temptation to market hogs on 
account of the high price for them, {fs strong 
evidence that the report of the supply in the 
country is no larger than Indicated by the 
Government report, and may be smaller. 


COTTON. 


The cotton market during the week fust past 
has been a rather quiet affair, with not much 
change In values. There was a quick break 
the carly part of the week of about one-third 
cent a pound, due to general liquidation and 
a heavy selling by some of the leading in- 
terests, .accompanied with reports 
unsatisfactory market in Liverpool. 
decline there was a good recovery 
market gained about all ft lost, accompanied 
by ccrresponding favorable reports from the 
other side. The change in the tenor of the 
foreign news from day to day was 60 pro- 
nounced that the trade after a while became 
imbued with the idea that the cables were 
being infiuenced for the purpose of affecting 
American markets. 

The conditions tn the stock market have also 
been of a good deal of Importance in the cot- 
ton market. There has also been some feeling 
of uncertainty as to what effect on values 
would be seen from the agitation now going 
con at Washington and the hearings regarding 
the anti-future legislation: As a result of 
the absence of tendency in the market and 
thé absence of pronounced news elther way 
speculation has been somewhat restricted and 
there has not been enough in the market to 
make it other than a rather broad trading 
market taken advantage of to a rather larg 
extent by professional traders on the floor ‘and 
‘n brokers’ offices. 

There has been little or no evidence of activi- 
ty on the part of old speculative interests. It 
was reported that some of the old bull leaders 
were buying cotton, and that since the market 
has shown an tncreasing evidence of its 
strength that they have accumulated possibly 
150.000 bales. The accumulations have not 
been unwieldy, but they have been a steadying 
factor. The old bull leaders are apparently 
just as confident in their opinion regarding 
the market as they ever have been, but they 
are disposed now apparently to let the market 
take care of itself rather than force prices up- 
ward by aggressive buying. The unwieldy 
position of the market, which was reached the 
end of December. is not Ikely to be repeated, 
as the lesson which followeq the accumula- 
tion of top-heavy lines was so severe that the 
bulls are very cautious. The argument pre- 
sented, however, is that the developing statis- 
tics on the distribution of the crop shows that 
there is every reason to believe that the sup- 
ply of cotton this year will be deficient for the 
demand. With over five months of the season 
gone the statistical developments have been 
in line with this argument. 

The into-sight movement still continues very 
light, and while there has been some little 
gain in the interior a port movements 4ur- 
ing the week, the incfease {n the movement 
has not been important. However, with prices 
ic a pound up from the low point, it is not at 
all Iikely that there will be a considerable 
amount of cotton marketed, and that there 
will be more or less cotton sold by producers 
who have become apprehensive of higher 


values, 

The statistical situation shows that the 
movement of cotton from the country during 
the past week was light, and the Iinto-sicht 
figures showed a total of only 147,488 bales. 
against 138,642 bales the previous week and 
275,268 bales last year. The into-sight figures 
for the year show a decrease of 2,450,198 hales 
compared with a year ago. The demand from 
spinners as yet has not shown a corresponding 
decrease. This, it is claimed, has been due 
to the fact that the deliveries in the first part 
of the season were largely on old contracts 
made prior to the big advance, and that the 
buying for new delivery will be of a very lim- 
ited character, which wi]l be shown as the 
season advances in a steady decrease in the 
volume of spinners’ takings. 

There has been quite ® Httle attention the 
past week called to the weather situation and 
the possibility of the new crop acreage. It 
has generally been expected that there would 
be an important increase this season, but sev- 
eral influences are working against any ma- 
terial increase. One of these factors is the 
high price for grain and provisions of all 
kinds, which may necessitate the planting of 
an increased acreage in the South in order to 
supply food and feed stuffs this season. With 
hogs and hominy 60 high as they have been 
this year, there is every inducement to raise 
as much foodstuffs at the South as possible, 
rather than raise cotton to buy foodstuffs. An- 
other factor is the possibility of the weather 
conditions. Contrary to expectations, there has 
been a deficiency of rainfall this season 
through the South, particularly west of the 
Mississippi, where the crops were badly dam- 
aged last year by the prolonged drought. The 
fear that the Winter supply of moisture will 
be again so short as to make the sub-soil sup- 
ply insufficient is creating apprehension. Last 
year this was @ very important factor when 
the long, dry Summer developed.

TN MATRIMONY 


Dr. McKeever Says We Study the 
Habits of the Clam, but Let 
Children Shift for Themselves. 


HE DENIES LOVE 





IS BLIND 





Young Persons Are Attracted by Su- 
perficialities Because They Have Not 
Learned What to Look for in Mating. 





Out in Kansas, a State in the vicinity 
of Missouri, the inhabitants of which 
were recently spoken of by Associate 
Justice David J. Brewer of the United 
tates Supreme Court as the most in- 
lejlectual in all this broad land, ‘hey 
have Leen having such record break.*g 
wheat and alfalfa crops in recent yeare 
that they are now thinking of rearing 
Bc'entilfically a ** better crop of boys and 
girls.”’ 

Dr, W. A. MchKeever, 
lusophy in the Kansas Agricultural Col- 
lege, at Topeka, at the head of the 
new movement and he nas recently out- 
lined his plan in a pamphlet entitled 
‘A Better Crop of Boys and Girls,” 
sued by the college with which he is 
connected. 

Dr. MeckKeever's plan, which being 
talked about all over Kansas, is nothing 
roore nor less than a scientifically worked 
course in matrimony, to be made a part 
of the instruction in the public schools 
of the Sunflower State. Dr. Mclkeever 
takes no stock in the time-worn adage 
that ‘love blind.’” In pamphlet 
he tells why he thirks that way. 

“We have scientifically worked out,’ 
Says Dr. Mcixeever, ‘‘ cards for the scor- 
ing of cows, pigs, and chickens, but how 
about scoring young men and women who 
@re candidates for marriage, instead of 
for prizes as perfect specimens of a 
breed’ What are the correct standards 
o: form and symmeiry of the body of 
physical heaith, of knowledge as to the 
care and instruction of infants? What 
Gre the marks whereby a young woman 
whose hand is sought in marriage may 
kuow a good man when she sees him, 
aud those whereoy a young man may 
know a 400d woman? 

“All these imporiant matters are left 
to chance and incident because we have 
Leen laboring under the foolish beliet 
that love is blind. Young men fall in 
love with superficial things, such as a 
big, basket-shaped hat or a mincing gait, 
and a-young woman with clashyv neckties 
and glistening rings, partly because they 
go not know from inte.ligent instruction 
what to look for as evidence of real 
worth in the opposite sex. 

“We provide advanced courses of in- 
etruction for thpse who would improve 
the breeding of horses, cattle, hogs.

The State and Gov- 
ernment are spending thousands on schol- 
ariy dissertations on how to develop kind- 
ness in the recreant mule and how to 
bring up an orphan calf, but those in 
charge cf the rear:ng and development of 
the human offspring must grope in’ the 
dark tor a successful way. 

“There ought to be instituted for pros- 
pre parents a course in matrimony. 
et there be obtained by caretul inquiry 
information as to what physical and men- 
tai and moral qualities most satisfactorily 
}rom’se efficient parenthood-andad what 
types of temperament may be regarded 
®s cempatible. Then teach these things 
to young men and women, and they will 
be guided intelligently in a search for a 
true companion of the soul.

Properties are not going to be confis- 
cated, and the country Is not going to 
smash. On the contrary, we have only 
to rid ourselves of mid f apprehensions of 
wanton Official assault upon legitimate 
business to enjoy general prosperity which 
conditions warrant.
